A PROJECT to create a gi¬ 
ant gorilla sculpture from 
spoons has gained a royal 
seal of approval. 

The British Ironworks 
Centre in Aston near 
Oswestry has been commis¬ 
sioned to create the sculp¬ 
ture by Uri Geller and now 
Prince Michael of Kent has 
agreed to perform an unveil¬ 
ing ceremony next month. 

Mr Geller intends to site 
the sculpture, constructed 
of iron and spoons, in his 
gardens which he opens 
to children suffering from 
illness. 

The unique project has 
rapidly gathered momen¬ 
tum since its inception and 
now Prince Michael will fly 
to Oswestry with Uri Geller 
to unveil the world-record 
breaking attempt on May 
17. 

A team of Shropshire 
seamstresses is working 
around the clock to create 
the largest Union Jack in 
the UK in which the gorilla 
will be draped for its official 
unveiling. 

Clive Knowles, chairman 
of the company, said: “We 
are thrilled and incredibly 
excited to receive news of 
the royal visit. 

“We have been deeply 
honoured by Prince Mi¬ 
chael’s interest throughout 
the project but could never 
have expected his amazing 
offer.” 

Search on for

POLICE STEP UP 
TOWN PATROLS 


A MAJOR crackdown has been 
launched on anti-social behaviour 
in Welshpool town centre following 
dozens of reports of bad behaviour. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it received 55 calls 
relating to anti-social behaviour in Welshpool 
town centre from January 1 to March 18. 

Now the force is promising to up high visibility street 
patrols throughout the day 


in a bid to cut down on the 
problem. 

And Welshpool Town 
Council was last night ex¬ 
pected to back plans for a 
town centre alcohol ban and 
will submit the application 
to Powys County Council by 
the end of the month. 

Sian George, force spokes¬ 
woman, said: “Cutting down 
on anti-social behaviour is a 
priority which was set by 
members of the community. 

“High visibility foot pa¬ 
trols are being carried out 
in the town at various times 
of the day and officers will 
address any anti-social be¬ 
haviour issues. 

Incidents 

“Throughout January we 
received 24 calls relating to 
anti-social behaviour, with 
19 relating specifically to 
incidents in the town centre. 

“We submitted seven an¬ 
ti-social behaviour referrals 
to the Community Safety 
Partnership for Welshpool 
and patrols continue in the 
town centre and residential 
estates and officers will deal 
with any incidents of an¬ 
ti-social behaviour accord¬ 
ingly. 

“Throughout the period 
to March 18 there were a 
further 31 calls relating 
to anti-social behaviour, 
with 29 specific to the town 
centre. For this period we 
submitted 11 anti-social 
behaviour referrals and pa¬ 
trols will now continue.

“We also want to hear 
from anyone who has an 
anti-social behaviour issue 
affecting them to call us so 
we can keep track on them.” 

If the town centre drink¬ 
ing order is approved by the 
county council, it would not 
affect drinking outside pubs, 
but would stop people drink¬ 
ing in hotspots like Puzzle 
Square, the Berriew Street 
car park toilet area and high 
street benches. 

It is hoped the order could 
be in place in time for sum¬ 
mer. 

Miss George added that 
the town’s police have also 
received several complaints 
about speeding on Salop 
Road in both directions. 

She added: “We are work¬ 
ing with our Roads Policing 
Unit to address this issue. 

“They have attended at 
the location on several oc¬ 
casions and several vehicles 
have been reported for var¬ 
ious traffic related offences. 

“One vehicle was seized 
for no insurance during the 
crackdown and further re¬ 
sults will follow.” 

The council’s proposal to 
restrict drinking at some 
town centre areas gained 
98% approval in a recent 
survey. The information 
was collected via a question¬ 
naire in the councils 2014- 
17 community plan. 


Fracking protesters out in force

MORE than 100 worried residents 
vented their anger at controversial 
plans to drill for gas in the Shropshire 
countryside. 

The scheme, proposed for Dudle- 
ston, near Ellesmere, has sparked 
concerns from residents about the 
impacts it would have on the environ¬ 
ment and their homes. 

More than 100 of them were at a 
meeting on Tuesday night organised 
by Frack Free North Shropshire in 
the village hall, with many expressing 
their anger at not finding out about 
the proposal earlier. 

The scheme has been put forward by 


Dart Energy which says a planning ap¬ 
plication could be submitted in about 
a month if Shropshire Council waives 
the need for an environmental impact 
assessment. 

Barrage 

A spokesman from the firm faced a 
barrage of questions from residents at 
the meeting but expressed the impor¬ 
tance of extracting gas. The propos¬ 
als have outraged campaigners who 
say exploratory drilling for coal-bed 
methane gas could open the door for 
controversial “fracking”, or hydraulic 
fracturing, for shale gas in future. 


But the firm denies it has any plans 
to use fracking for shale gas in the 
county even though north Shropshire 
sits on both coal and shale, saying it 
is interested in coal-bed methane only. 

But Peter Riley, consultant for Dart 
Energy, said: “This is for a single ver¬ 
tical exploration and there will be one 
well. We will take samples, cap it off 
and send the samples away. 

“There is nothing extreme about it. 
The country still needs gas.” 

Another public meeting is at Her- 
mon Chapel, Chapel Street, Oswestry, 
tonight (Thursday) at 7.30pm. 


Action is 
urged on 
eyesore 
buildings 

THE mayor of Oswestry has 
called for “a bigger stick” 
to be used to encourage the 
owners of buildings in the 
town centre to take better 
care of their properties. 

Councillor Chris Schofield 
said many of the worst-look¬ 
ing properties in the town 
were owned by large compa¬ 
nies in London or Manches¬ 
ter, and despite requests 
from Shropshire Council, 
they were not being kept in 
a good enough state. 

And he said he feared the 
shoddy appearance of these 
buildings, especially in the 
main shopping area of Cross 
Street, could put off further 
business from coming to the 
town. 

He said: “The state of 
these buildings is unaccept¬ 
able. “Cross Street is one of 
the main entrances of the 
town so it needs to be at its 
best to attract new business. 

“Shropshire Council has 
written to the owners to ask 
for them to maintain their 
properties to a good stand¬ 
ard but they’ve had no re¬ 
sponse, I believe. 

“Shropshire Council used 
the light touch, but the own¬ 
ers are not listening. It’s 
time to use a bigger stick. 
There are ways they can do 
it but it is a very costly ex¬ 
ercise.” 

He said he feared that 
the owners of the buildings 
had little interest in keeping 
them in good condition.

Foundry casts statue 
stand as Flanders tribute

A large dragon which will go on show at a 
memorial at one of the battlefields of the 
First World War will be a fitting tribute to the 
Welsh soldiers who lost their lives during the 
conflict, campaigners said. 

The eight foot dragon which is being built 
and crafted at the Tanat Foundry in Llan- 
rhaeadr-ym-Mochnant, near Oswestry, has been 
three years in the making, according to Peter Jones 
who is one of the driving,forces behind the project. 

It has been made out of _ . D 
clay and will then be cast in H Oy 3IT1 
bronze ready to go on show 
at Pilkem Ridge near Lange- 
mark, about four miles from 
Ypres in Flanders which 
was the scene of some of 
the Great War’s bloodiest 
battles. 

The design was unveiled 
in February after three 
years of work by campaign¬ 
ers and is due to be unveiled 
in Flanders in August. 

Mr Jones decided to ap¬ 
peal for the memorial after 
discovering there was noth¬ 
ing to commemorate fallen 
Welsh soldiers in a country 
where so many were killed. 

Memorial 


He said the memorial will 
finally give families some¬ 
where to go to remember 
loved ones. 

“While New Zealand, 
Australia, Canada, Ireland 
and Scotland all have large 
monuments in Flanders to 
remember their war dead, 
we have no such thing,” he 
said. 

“It is going to be a very 
special place for genera¬ 
tions to come and children 
can understand the sacri¬ 
fices made by soldiers in the 
war.” 

The clay model is due to 
be approved this week and 
will then be used to create 
a mould for the bronze cast. 

Chris Weston from the 
foundry said: “The next 
step will be to make a mould 


using rubber and fibreglass, 
then we go through a lost 
wax process where we paint 
the inside of the mould in 
wax about 6mm thick and 
put it through processes in 
which the bronze replaces 
the wax. 

“There are potentially 24 
or 25 sections of the dragon. 
Those are then welded to¬ 
gether and finished to get 
the details back in. The col¬ 
our is then applied at the 
very end of the process. 

“Living and working in 
Wales and having such a 
monumental piece coming 
out that symbolises the 
struggles within the First 
World War is a very im¬ 
portant thing to be involve 
with. Everyone really likes 
the piece as art, but the 
meaning behind it and the 
intention to use it as a me¬ 
morial is powerful as well. 

“It does mean a lot to us 
to be working on it.” 

Mr Weston said staff at 
Tanat Foundry were dedi¬ 
cated to making sculptural 
vision a reality 

“We strive to create art¬ 
works of quality and perma¬ 
nence to be justly proud of. 

“We provide all the sup¬ 
port, skills and facilities 
required to enlarge, cast, 
fabricate, finish and install 
sculptures of any size and 
complexity.”

Thieves steal police 
items worth £25,000 


BRAZEN thieves have stolen £25,000 worth 
of property from West Mercia Police over the 
past six years - including officers’ bikes, hel¬ 
mets and even one of their vans. 

Police bosses have revealed the list of equipment 
taken since 2008, which also includes garden fur¬ 
niture, CS gas, police radios and batons and even 


one of their own security 
cameras. 

The figures, released 
under a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request, also reveal 
how the thieves managed 
to get away with one of the 
force’s £15,000 vans. In that 
case, the culprit was caught 
and charged with the theft 
in 2009. 

Other bizarre items sto¬ 
len that year include coins, 
banknotes, ID cards, exten¬ 
sion leads and toiletries as 
well as medical equipment 
and a tripod. 

In 2010 a police radio and 
baton were stolen from a 
station along with keys, lad¬ 
ders and a notebook. 

And latest figures from 
2013 show another police 
helmet - valued at £39.20 — 
was pinched as well as traf¬ 
fic cones and gloves. 

Out of the 66 thefts re¬ 
corded since 2008, 20 peo¬ 
ple were charged, with 11 
receiving a caution. 

West Mercia Police say

the total value of the goods 
stolen over the last six years 
was likely to be in excess 
of £25,000, as the value of 
some of the items was un¬ 
known. 

According to the figures, 
£18,659 of the goods were 
taken during 2009. Last 
year equipment taken in¬ 
cluded a police helmet worth 
almost £40, traffic cones and 
police gloves, security cam¬ 
eras and sat navs. 

Retired policeman Ray 
Egan, 76, who served with 
neighbouring West Mid¬ 
lands Police from 1967 to 
1993, said: “What hope have 
we got if property isn’t safe 
with the British police force. 

“It’s a sorry state of af¬ 
fairs when a force can’t even 
look after its own property. 

“It just makes them a bit 
of a laughing stock. When I 
was an officer if you lost a 
nut or a bolt you would be in 
deep trouble with your chief 
superintendent.”

Victims of crime could in future 
come face to face with offenders 
under plans for restorative jus¬ 
tice in Mid Wales. 

Dyfed-Powys Police and 
Crime Commissioner Christo¬ 
pher Salmon said he wants of¬ 
fenders to meet their victims to 
apologise and explain their ac¬ 
tions. 

Mr Salmon said he is funding a 
study into how those harmed by 
crime or conflict can be given a 
voice in the sentencing process. 

He said: “I want the people of 
Mid Wales to tell offenders about 
the impact of their actions, get 
answers and receive an apology. 

“Restorative justice means 
fairer local justice. The victim re¬ 
gains control and takes a weight 
off their mind. The offender 
comes face to face with the ag¬ 
ony they have caused and will 
forever hear the words of their 
victim in their head. They have a 
more personal reason to stay out 
of trouble. 

“I want restorative justice to 
hold offenders to account and 
help them understand the effects 
of their misdemeanours, take re¬ 
sponsibility and make amends. 

“It will reduce re-offending, 
improve victim satisfaction and 
save money within the criminal 
justice system.” 

Mr Salmon has now been 
given funding by the Ministry of 
Justice to develop local restor¬ 
ative justice for adults awaiting 
court sentence. 

The study will evaluate re¬ 
storative justice provision in Dy¬ 
fed-Powys, look at the needs of 
victims and explore the possibil¬ 
ity of neighbourhood panels to 
manage the system locally. 

He added: “This research will 
pave the way for the establish¬ 
ment of a Dyfed-Powys restor¬ 
ative justice delivery body. This 
organisation will work with oth¬ 
ers to provide a local restorative 
justice framework.” 

An update is expected in Sep¬ 
tember, Mr Salmon added. 

Justice Minister Damian Green 
made £29 million available last 
November for Police and Crime 
Commissioners and charities to 
help deliver more restorative jus¬ 
tice across the country. 

Mr Green said: “Many victims 
of crime get to see sentences 
handed down in the courts, but 
it is not always enough to help 
them move on with their lives.” 


TODAY’S front page headline 
boldly displays police claims of a 
crackdown on anti-social behav¬ 
iour on the streets of Welshpool. 

Well I for one will believe it 
when it happens and I suspect 
I’m not alone. 

In the first three months of 
the year the Dyfed Powys force 
reports having received no less 
than 55 calls relating to anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour in the town but 
you can bet your life there could 
have been hundreds more. 

As someone who lives in the 
town I welcome the announce¬ 
ment of more, high visibility, 
street patrols by officers. But I 
haven’t seen much evidence yet 
and certainly not in obvious are¬ 
as where rowdy groups gather to 
drink alcohol or race cars around 
car parks. 

Money has been spent im¬ 
proving areas of the town includ¬ 
ing the Berriew Street Car Park 
where the Town Council has 
taken over the public toilets and 
new seating areas have been 
erected. 

If this was intended to attract 
visitors to the town it has had the 
opposite effect. The seats are 
filled with loud and boozed up 
individuals while the car park is 
a racetrack for a group of young¬ 
sters competing to have the 
noisiest exhaust pipes on their 
slow, but noisy cars. 

That’s one area the police 
should start patrolling. 

Welshpool Town Council has 
done a great job encouraging 
residents to complain about an¬ 
ti-social behaviour and the more 
people who complain the better. 

I’ll be watching with interest to 
see more bobbies on the beat. 
I thought the force was cut¬ 
ting back on numbers so where 
these extra patrols will come 
from is anybody’s guess. 


I paid a visit to The British Iron¬ 
works headquarters at Aston just 
outside Oswestry on Saturday, 
just as the owners were opening 
the doors to the new showroom. 

It’s an amazing place, filled 
with magnificent sculptures and 
designs, and a fantastic asset to 
the Oswestry area.

Scores climb hill to pay 


respects to lonely Tree 


Launch of book to tell the 
story of Llanfyllin's lonely 
Tree sparks support and 
memories from residents 


THE blowing down of a tree 
in severe gales on a hill in Mid 
Wales would not normally pro¬ 
voke a global funding appeal, 
massive media interest and the 
publication of a book. 

But most trees do not have the 
history, appeal and legend of Llan- 
fyllin’s Lonely Tree. 

Scores of people climbed the hill above 
the Welsh town, as they have done on 
a Good Friday for decades, in order to 
enjoy a Good Friday walk with the Lla¬ 
nfyllin Community Church. There were 
hot cross buns for the grown ups and 
Easter eggs for the children as the Easter 
story was told. 

And, in the afternoon, there was a walk 
to celebrate a new book written about the 
landmark. 

The Scots Pine was blown over in Feb¬ 
ruary’s storms, sparking sadness and 
concern for many people in Llanfyllin 
and beyond. 

The sadness came as, for many, the 
Lonely Tree was the symbol of Llanfyllin. 
It had stood high above the town for hun¬ 
dreds of years. It was where marriages 
had been proposed and ashes scattered 
and had become the much-loved emblem 
of the town. 

Many people were distraught to hear 
the tree looked to have been lost. But 
that sadness turned to hope when it 
emerged that some of the tree’s roots 
remained intact and there was chance of 
survival if those roots could be protected. 

A campaign was launched to save the 
tree and local people and firms volun¬ 
teered equipment and time to cover its

remaining roots with soil with the hope 
that the tree will survive. 

An internet campaign was launched 
to help pay for the work and hundreds 
of pounds was donated from around the 
world, many donations coming from 
ex-pats of Mid Wales who wanted to do 
their bit to save the landmark. 

Memories 

The story of the tree is continuing 
with the release of a book entitled 
Lonely Tree: My Story, full of photo¬ 
graphs and people’s personal memories 
and thoughts about the landmark. 

Put together by Pauline Page-Jones, 
Richard Kretchmer and David Good¬ 
man, members of Llanfyllin Civic So¬ 
ciety, the book celebrates the tree’s 
history and legend. Many local people 
have contributed to the book. 


Among them is Sarah Kendrick-Jones 
from Llanfechain who wrote: “The 
Lonely Tree has always been a special 
place for us and our family. We always 
like to take our guests there as it is such 
a stunning spot. We hope the tree can 
be rescued now in its hour of need.” 

In her contribution, Kate Hidden 
from Oswestry writes: “Often I revisit 
my childhood and climb the hill with 
my own children hoping they too will 
hold dreams in their hearts. They have 
run under its branches as toddlers, 
searched for fossils as children, they 
have lazed in the sun or marauded on 
their hill-boards as I sat contemplat¬ 
ing my most treasured view of the hills 
beyond. Maybe my grandchildren will 
be lucky and will dream by the Lonely 
Tree one day too.” 

And Emma Allen from Llanfyllin 
writes in her submission: “The Lonely 


Tree for me represents a freedom of 
fresh air, peacefulness and, on a clear 
day, a view to cry for.” 

Work is well underway to try and save 
the tree. The town council hope to keep 
the tree alive by covering its roots in soil. 
It is also being fenced off to keep hungry 
sheep from eating its leaves. 

Work to preserve - and potentially 
save the tree - got under way by cover¬ 
ing two tap roots to stop the tree from 
dying. It is hoped that it may also trigger 
what is known as a “phoenix” reaction - 
where the tree is regenerated. 

According to local tradition, anyone 
planning to walk up Green Hall Hill 
should ensure they visit the tree and 
give it a hug. 

Llanfyllin Mayor, Ann Williams said 
the tree would have to be left for a year 
to see if another sapling starts growing. 

The town council has also consulted 
“tree hunter” Rob McBride, who is a 
campaigner for the protection of vet¬ 
eran, heritage and ancient trees. 

Saving 

“There is a definite possibility of sav¬ 
ing the tree because there seems to be 
at least one large root still connected to 
it,” he said. “I have seen other trees that 
have been blown over survive including 
a redwood near Welshpool through a 
process called “phoenixing” which now 
has three vertical stems growing from 
the original tree.” 

Llanfyllin’s county councillor Peter 
Lewis, whose family farm on the land 
where the tree is, said he had been 
amazed at the reaction from people near 
and far to what happened to the Lonely 
Tree. 

He said: “The tree is the symbol of 
Llanfyllin and the reaction from people 
was incredible. 

“We are all hoping for the best be¬ 
cause so many people are interested in 
it.”

IT’S vefy fashionable at the 
moment to disparage the 
broadcasting licence fee. 

Without getting into a 
larger argument, I’d point 
out that our governmen¬ 
tal system allows us to do 
things by way of a licence. 

For instance that can be 
driving on the roads, flying 
an aeroplane, driving over a 
publicly-owned grass verge 
to reach one’s house, or to 
receive broadcast transmis¬ 
sions. 

There are two important 
points to be made about the 
BBC’s licence fee. Firstly, 
it’ll cost us all a darn sight 
more if it’s financed by ad¬ 
vertising, the fact that it’s 
pence on food, pounds on 
cars, pounds on houses, 
pence on household necessi¬ 
ties - I could go on. 

When I last had the fig¬ 
ures to hand, the total 
incomes of the various com¬ 
mercial companies vastly 
outweighed the BBC’s. 

Secondly, because it is 
nominally independent of 
income sources it can fi¬ 
nance public service and mi¬ 
nority broadcasting - what 
price Radio 3 or 4 if it went 
commercial? 

Having said that, I’d be 
the first to agree that the 
BBC is too big, tries to do 
too much and is still chasing 
audience figures via Parlia¬ 
ment rather than via adver¬ 
tising.

Plea for 
schools to 
teachfirst 
aid skills 

CALLS have been made for 
schools to put life saving 
first aid lessons on the cur¬ 
riculum. 

Corbet School in 
Baschurch is one of the first 
schools in the area to have 
introduced CPR and defi¬ 
brillation training. 

The lessons follow a 
scheme by HeartStart 
Shropshire CFR, supported 
by West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service and the Brit¬ 
ish Heart Foundation, to 
teach all pupils in the coun¬ 
ty’s schools what to do when 
someone suffers a cardiac 
arrest. It is offering free vol¬ 
unteer lead sessions. 

Jeanette Reaney, PSHE 
coordinator at the school, 
said the feedback from the 
year eight to eleven pupils 
has been excellent. 

“The kids have thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed doing it,” 
she said. 

“They feel they have 
achieved something and the 
fact that the vast majority 
of staff are now first aid 
trained means we can have 
a discussion with children 
about what they have done, 
so you know it has actually 
sunk in.” 

“I think other schools 
should take it on board and 
it should be a standard part 
of the curriculum as it fits 
very well into the PSHE and 
citizenship curricula.”

Gobowen and Selattyn 
Parish Council look after 
the roundabout on behalf 
of Shropshire Council and 
councillors decided that it 
would make an ideal central 
point on which to create a 
memorial. 

Council clerk Penny 
O’Hagan said: “This week 
five councillors and a for¬ 
mer councillor spent time 
preparing the beds on the 
roundabout and sowing 
poppy seeds. Later on we 
will also be planting poppy 
plants being prepared in a 
nursery. 

“In the summer we will 
plant red begonias which 
will take us through the 
growing season. The poppy 
seeds are a bit of an exper¬ 
iment. They could either 
produce a brilliant display 
or will not work at all. 

“We are calling the project 
the red ring of remembrance 
because the bedding plants 
will be red. The roundabout 
is already looking good, with

the daffodils and also the 
gorse coming into bloom.” 

The council is also put¬ 
ting up red and white floral 
planters and hanging bas¬ 
kets. They are being pro¬ 
duced by Derwen College. 

“We have had a grant 
from the local joint com¬ 
mittee and donations from 
Gobowen Old Friends and 
Severn Dee Travel towards 
the commemorative plant¬ 
ing,” Mrs O’Hagan said. 

“Local groups, such as 
the cubs, will be helping to 
water the planters that will 
be attached to the railings 
of the war memorial. We’ve 
also been offered help from 
staff at BT in Whittington. 

“We wanted to do some¬ 
thing that would be a col¬ 
ourful commemoration but 
also something that would 
not cost a huge amount of 
money. Hopefully the pop¬ 
pies will come out and be a 
fitting tribute.”

Town's historic cinema 
is to get new lease of life

AN historic cinema which has been empty since it closed last sum¬ 
mer is to be given a new lease of life - but its days as a picture house 
are most definitely over. 


Mayor names the winners 


The Pola Cinema in Berriew Street, Welshpool, closed last June after 75 years. 

And although there were hopes that it could be rescued as a cinema, the building is now 
set to be transformed into a personal training studio, spa and beauty clinic. 

Christopher Greatorex, of Greats Fitness Ltd, which is behind the plans, said he hoped 

the change of use would bring one of the 
town’s best-loved buildings back to life. 

The cinema was housed on its first floor, 
while there was a restaurant downstairs. 

Mr Greatorex’s proposals were submitted 
to Powys County Council this week and peo¬ 
ple have until May 8 to comment. 

Mr Greatorex, from nearby Guilsfield, 
said : “It is proposed to change the use of 
the front part to a fitness centre and beauty 
clinic. 

“It would offer one to one training ses¬ 
sions, gym membership and also sales of 
sports wear. 

“The former Revels restaurant part 
would be changed into a beauty clinic offer¬ 
ing treatments, spa packages and products.” 

He added: “There is no proposal to pro¬ 
vide wheelchair access into the building. 

“The stepped approach cannot reasonably 
be changed as this would necessitate a major 
reconfiguration of the front of the building. 

“This is neither financially viable nor vis¬ 
ually acceptable. Similarly, it is impractical 
to install a lift system to give access of the 
street.” 

It is not yet known how many jobs the 
new centre would create.

Welshpool Town Council’s clerk, Robert 
Robinson, said the train sculpture will look 
as if it is coming out of the ground with a 
third of it being under the ground. 

People can leave spanners at the council 
offices, and parents of children who attend 
the high school can leave them there.

Painting 
found at 
homesells 
for £ 60 k 

A 400-year-old oil painting 
by a Dutch artist which 
was discovered in a country 
cottage near Welshpool has 
sold for £60,000 at auction 
in Shropshire. 

Dives and Lazarus, by 
Dirck van Delen, attracted 
international interest at 
Halls in Shrewsbury. 

The painting, featur¬ 
ing figures banqueting at 
a dining table, was sold to 
the London trade and set a 
record price for Halls’ new 
fine art salerooms 

It was discovered in a cot¬ 
tage in the Welshpool area 
by the head of Halls’ art 
department, Allan Darwell. 

The painting was identi¬ 
fied by art historian Bernard 
Vermet, from the Founda¬ 
tion for Cultural Inventory 
in Amsterdam, as one of van 
Delen’s earliest works. 

It was bought by the el¬ 
derly vendor’s father from 
London art dealers in the 
1930s and for many years 
hung at a family property in 
Gloucestershire. Mr Darwell 
believes it had been hanging 
in the country cottage near 
Welshpool for several dec¬ 
ades undiscovered. 

Jeremy Lamond, Halls’ 
fine art director, said: “We 
are delighted that the paint¬ 
ing, which required some 
conservation work, made 
such a good price at auc¬ 
tion.”

A man rushed into a takeaway shop late at night and launched an 
unprovoked attack on a complete stranger - fracturing his cheek 
bone.

Gary Peter Scott floored his victim with a single, hard punch, delivered from 
behind. His victim, Stephen Paul Jones, fell on to the counter and then on to 
the floor by the door. CCTV film from the takeaway, complete with audio, was 
played at Mold Crown Court where it w as described as sickening. 

Scott, 23, of Woolston Bank, Maesbury, 
Oswestry, admitted a GBH charge and 
possessing cocaine - and was jailed for 18 
months. 

The court heard how initially he denied 
the attack on Mr Jones in Wrexham in the 
early hours of December 21 last year. But 
when the CCTV footage was played to him 
in the police station, he cried and said that 
he could not believe what he had done. 

Prosecutor David Mainstone said that 
was “somewhat surprising” as he had done 
a similar thing on three previous occasions. 

Judge Philip Hughes said the CCTV 
“demonstrates how you came in and deliv¬ 
ered a very sudden and very violent, single 
punch, from behind, to a complete stranger’s 
face. It was completely unprovoked.” 

The court heard the victim had been left 
with numbness to his face which he feared 
would be permanent. His confidence was 
“rock bottom” and feared he would be as¬ 
saulted again. He had lost his job as a result. 

Ceri Evans, defending, said Scott had had 
a troubled upbringing, had been exposed to 
violence and alcohol abuse within the home, 
and now shoulders the responsibility of car¬ 
ing for his mother. She added: “He shows 
genuine remorse.”

Operation 

Mr Bourne has over 25 years’ ex¬ 
perience, and regular cases for the 
well-established practice involve ani¬ 
mals swallowing foreign bodies. 

“One operation that we veterinary 
surgeons must do more often than 
human surgeons is an enterotomy for 
the removal of a foreign body which 
een swallowed,” he spid. , 
ogs do this surprisingly fre¬ 
quently. Sometimes the object can be 
solid or dense such as a pebble, Brazil 
nut or chestnut. 

“Problems occur when the object 
is small enough to swallow and pass

Farm gears 
up to greet 
the visitors 

A farm near Oswestry is preparing to 
throw open its gates for a series of events 
to get people working in the countryside. 

Treflach Farm, in Treflach, is aiming 
to combine growing food with communi¬ 
ty-based activities like horticulture pro¬ 
jects for adults with mental health issues 
and animal care projects for young adults 
with learning or physical difficulties.

Railway Trust chairman, 
said: “The occasion was the 
culmination of a lot of hard 
work and application of re¬ 
sources over the past three 
years. 

“While a significant mo¬ 
ment to celebrate, there 
is still much to do before 
trains can operate into the 
station. 

“However, it is evident 
now that we have almost 
completed phase one of this 
exciting rail extension pro¬ 
ject.” 

The work was completed 
ahead of schedule following 
a huge response to the Cor¬ 
wen Sleeper Appeal. Sup¬ 
plies of concrete sleepers 
were delivered to site dur¬ 
ing March and track laying 
was completed during the 
past three weeks. 

George Jones, from Llan¬ 
gollen Railway Trust, said: 
“While the finish of track 
laying is a great achieve¬ 
ment, it is not the end of 
the project by any means. 


Delivery of over 1,000 tons 
of stone is needed for the top 
ballasting of the track, with 
packing and aligning from 
the aid of a hired-in tamper 
machine. 

“There are various other 
aspects to be finished off and 
the length tidied up before 
the line can be passed for 
passenger trains. 

“However it is looking 
hopeful that train services 
to and from Corwen will 
commence in the summer of 
2014, provided finance con¬ 
tinues to come to hand.” 

The further challenge 
for the project will be the 
building and installation of 
the 100 metre-long platform 
and access ramp leading off 
the embankment. 

Visitors will be able to 
find out more about the ex¬ 
tension project this week¬ 
end.

curse of being human 


IF there’s one region as close to my 
heart as Shropshire, it’s the continent 
of Africa. 

That will come of no surprise to regular 
readers of this column but this is not to be 
a transcript of an adventure in the dark con¬ 
tinent. Instead it is an appeal to those that 
would mindlessly and arrogantly separate 
and segregate human and animal. 

A few years ago I found myself in a rickety taxi 
being driven through the bush of Zimbabwe. The 
country was in a sorry state at the hands of Robert 
Mugabe and his methods of retaining his party’s 
iron grip on the land has been well documented 
elsewhere. 

It was a difficult and at times dangerous place to 
be. As with all similar situations, the vast majority 
of innocent people in the country were wonderfully 
kind hearted and I was looking forward to meeting 
more of them.

Rucksacks 


As we rounded a bend in the track a road block 
appeared. Three men stood, Kalashnikovs in hand 
and dressed in army fatigues. They hailed the taxi 
to stop and pull over. I quickly tucked my money 
and cameras under the seat and got out. My travel 
companion and the taxi driver did the same. The 
men rifled through our fully packed rucksacks and 
before they had finished, every last bit of kit was 
strewn across the verge. They then told us to pack 
it away again and that was more or less that. 

My friend asked if we should have been afraid. 
I replied no. They had after all, not been carrying 
machetes. Twenty years ago from April through 
to July of 1994, Rwandan Hutus slashed, hacked 
and savagely tore their way through the heads and 
necks of over 800,000 of their fellow countrymen. 
The slogan to appear from the ghastly smoke of 
that time was ‘never again’, yet less than a year 
later came Srebrenica. Today, if anyone can be 
bothered to look, we have similar atrocities occur¬ 


ring in the Central African Republic, Nigeria and 
Syria. 

Such acts of extreme violence, whether through 
ethnic tensions, religious hate or genocidal govern¬ 
ments, are very often referred to as ‘sub-human’. 
But that denigrates those humans who committed 
those actions to an animalistic state. 

We are all animals of course and in many ways 
there is little to differentiate our biology with that 
of our cousins in the rest of the animal kingdom. 
Yet one of the many things that makes us truly 
human is our ability to communicate and network 
on a national and global level. 

With that comes views, doctrines, segregation, 
groups, governments and problems. Other species 
may not have brains as ‘intellectual’ as ours but 
they can do other things far better. Being human 
truly is a blessing and a curse. When it is a curse, 
the atrocities that are committed are not sub-hu¬ 
man, they are sub-animal. There is no waste, no 
wanton slaughter in the natural world. Even the 
classic example of a fox in the henhouse is a myth. 
There is violence in the natural world but it is not 
excessive or Atrocities malevolent. 

Many nature enthusiasts claim that to be im¬ 
mersed in the natural world is to ‘escape’ the day- 
to-day goings on in their humanity-filled life. We 
create national parks in countries and counties for 
wildlife species. But in turn it is us as human be¬ 
ings who should come to realise that without the 
rest of life on Earth, we ourselves would perhaps 
be in a universally sorry state.

Young villagers 
asked for their

Mr Haworth said the package offered vouchers for re¬ 
duced rates at a range of activities, such as Paddle Sports 
at Queens Head, skateboarding, skydive, paint ball, hover 
days, Segway, archery, Laser Quest or karting, all at Red- 
nal. 

“They are worth between £5 and £80 depending on which 
activity they choose,” he said. 

He said there is also a questionnaire for local household¬ 
ers and adults, which has been distributed via the recent 
Round and About West Felton parish magazine. 

“This can also be completed on line at http://bit.ly/lfx- 
q6Te as long as the code from the household questionnaire 
copy is added into the relevant box on the on-line question¬ 
naire version. Randomly chosen completed questionnaires 
will win one of three prizes of £50, £30 and £20.” 

The household and adult surveys if not completed on-line 
can be left for pick-up at West Felton Stores, from where 
they will be regularly picked up for collation. 

Mr Haworth said ““The opportunity for local people to 
give their views on a wide range of issues in a way that can 
get them heard by those in positions of power and respon¬ 
sibility come infrequently.If anyone has not received their 
questionnaire or has any questions in relation to the Parish 
Plan, they can contact Steve Haworth on (01691) 610126.

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Subaru BRZ is a real surprise 


By Graham Breeze 

IT was a brave move when Sub¬ 
aru launched the BRZ into a sec¬ 
tor dominated by Toyota’s GT86 
and the impressive Audi TT - but 
it has proved a good decision. 

The BRZ was launched in spring 
2012, though limited initial supply 
meant demand couldn’t be met. Now, 
with a greater UK supply secured 
from the Japanese factory base, more 
models are seen on our roads. 

The Subaru BRZ is a real surprise. It’s 
amazing fun to drive thanks to sharp han¬ 
dling and crisp responses, and comes as 
well equipped as anything in the sector. 

With a 2.0-litre horizontally-opposed flat- 
four engine it produces 197bhp and takes 
less than seven seconds for 0-60mph. 


There’s a six-speed manual as standard 
along with a six-speed auto. 

You really do want to push the BRZ to 
its limits. A low centre of gravity and slick 
steering means you can change direction 
smoothly and test the Subaru to its limits, 
with the narrow roads of Mid Wales the ide¬ 
al location. 

The BRZ isn’t quite as classy as some of 
the opposition. There’s a lot of road noise 
and it’s not difficult to get the tyres squeel- 
ing at low speed. But that really adds to the 
fun. 

Don’t let Subaru tell you this is a two- 
plus-two because you wouldn’t really ask 
anyone to travel far in the back. There sim¬ 
ply isn’t enough room to feel comfortable. 

There was another surprise in store, 
finding 243 litres of luggage space in the 
boot, though there was no need to attempt 
the golf club test - not a chance. 

There’s a lot of plastic on show in the

cabin but the BRZ carries it well, with a 

certain amount of charm. All the controls 
are just where you would expect them and 
Subaru has not gone crazy with gimmicks. 

The front seats are better than I expect¬ 
ed, with all the support needed. But I did 
experience a lot of trouble adjusting the 
steering wheel to suit my driving position. 

Safety levels are high. Stability control is 
standard and the BRZ gets seven airbags 
to protect you. Active anti-whiplash head¬ 
rests are included, too. Security kit is also 
pretty good, with an electronic engine im¬ 


mobiliser and alarm provided as standard. 

There are two versions of the BRZ - SE 
and SE Lux. Entry-level cars come with al¬ 
loys, climate control, keyless entry, cruise 
control, electric front windows and a Blue¬ 
tooth phone connection, while SE Lux gets 
heated, leather-trimmed seats. 

The BRZ is a real alternative in the sector 
and is well priced, at £26,495, to attract the 
coupe driver. But you will need to consider 
re-sale values when making the buying de¬ 
cision and the Subaru may also be dearer 
to run.

Stay safe on the roads and 
give tyres a thorough check 


Caravan and motorhome 
owners are being urged to 
look for defects and to check 
the age of their tyres before 
heading out on the roads 
this holiday season, to re¬ 
duce the risk of accidents 
and breakdown 

Statistics show tyre failure is a major 
cause of accidents involving caravans. 

Andy Lawrence, of tyre specialists 
Hometyre, which covers Shropshire, 
Staffordshire and the West Midlands, 
said tyres were crucial to road safety, 
and yet many leisure motorists sim¬ 
ply hooked up and hit the road una¬ 
ware tvres can develoo defects while 


parked up on their drive over the win¬ 
ter months. 

In 2011,33 per cent of caravan colli¬ 
sions were found to have been caused 
by a tyre blow-out. 

“A tyre blow-out is a very serious sit¬ 
uation, leading to loss of control and 
potentially catastrophic consequenc¬ 
es,” warned Mr Lawrence, 

“Tyres left unprotected and unused 
on caravans, motorhomes and trailers 
during the winter degrade faster than 
tyres in regular use due to exposure 
to ultraviolet rays. All modern tyres 
are steel belted and, when kept in one 
position for months, can deform under 
stress. 

“It’s vital motorists thoroughly in- 
soect each tvre for anv defects, bula- 


ing and cracking before setting off on 
the road. 

“People also tend not to realise the 
life of a tyre isn’t measured only in 
tread depth. It’s also measured by the 
age of the tyre. Rubber perishes over 
time, becoming brittle and prone to 
cracking. 

“This is why motoring organisa¬ 
tions, including The Caravan Club, 
recommend tyres on these vehicles 
are replaced between five and seven 
years old, irrespective of the tread 
depth remaining, because the hazards 
can often be hidden. 

“The week and year of manufacture 
is stamped on the tyre wall and can 
be used to calculate when that tyre 
should be reolaced.”

THE New Saints aim to round off their 
Welsh Premier title winning campaign 
by reeling off another victory on the road 
when they head to Carmarthen Town on 
Saturday, writes JOHN BRIDGWATER. 

Back-to-back away wins at Bangor City 
and Rhyl made it a good Easter for the 
newly crowned champions, who have now 
soared 15 points clear at the top. 

With the Welsh Cup final against Aber¬ 
ystwyth Town at Wrexham on the horizon 
next month, the league leaders will be 
keen to maintain the momentum against 
a third placed Carmarthen side who have 
proved notoriously stubborn opponents at 
their Richmond Park base.
